Two months ago, Commissioner Ann Cover told The 
: TImes-News that voters would be given the opportu-

' The county was given the power to do that through 
passage of a bill during the last session of the stale 
■ Legislature — a bill written and promoted by 
MVRMC and Twin Falls County officials. 

The leglslatlon.cameabouLbecauseldaholaw pro- 

hibited the lease dr sale of a county-owned hospital 
without an election. 

A nionth ago, MVRMC Administrator John 
Bingham told The Tlmes-News that before the 
legislation ' is utilized the county 'commissioners 
would hold public hearings. 

Now, however, there Is some question as to 
whether county residents will even be given a chance 
to comment on the Idea of turning MVRMC over to a 
private co^ration, much less vote on It. 

— rCounty-Commlsslonee-Judy-Felton^s-announced — 
that an 11-member panel will be appointed by the 
commissioners to determine whether the county 
hospital should be transferred away from county ' 
control. The commissioners have not made “a 
definite decision" on whether to conduct hearings, 
Felton said.

High insurance rates 


threaten medical care 



WASHINGTON (AP) - Spiraling 
malpractice insurance rates that 
forced many obstetricians to stop 
delivering babies threaten the 
availability and quality of medical 
care, doctors and patlents^ told Con- 
gress on Wednesday .- 
.."It has never been safer for a 
mother to have a baby in the United 
States than today. And It has never 
been more risky for a doctor to 
deliver one,” Dr; Howard G. Me- 
Ouarrie told the Senate. Labor and 
Human Resources Committee. "In- 
fant mortality rates arc down, 
maternal mortality rates arc down, 
yet the number of lawsuits is up.” 

McQuarrIe, a Salt Lake City 
gynecologist, and other doctors told 
the panel that the twofold jump in 
malpractice Insurance rales in the 
last two years has forced ' many 
obstetricians to give up the special- 
ty for less risky areas of medical 
practice.' 

If It continues, "it's going to 
depress the quality of care in 
obstetrics" by driving out qualified 
and experienced practitioners, he 
said. 




The committee is considering 
legislation introduced by Us chair- 
man. Sen. Orrln G, Hatch, R-Uiah, 
that would give stales monetary in- 
ccnllvcs to adopt legislation limiting 
malpractice awards and attorney’s 
contingency fees. 

States enacting legislation would 
receive grants to finance studies of 
ways to reduce insurance liability of 
doctors and- hospitals. Among the 
bill's recommendations Is a $250,000 
limit per malpractice lawsuit for 
pain and suffering. 

I "There Is a great deal of 
recrimination going around as to the 
causes and effects of the medical 
malpractice insurance crisis," 
Hatch said. "The public interest 
groups blame the insurance com- 

f ianles, the doctors blame the 
awyers and the insurance com- 
panies. The insurance companies 
blame the lawyers. And the lawyers 
say. ’What crisis?’" Hatch said. 

"The first step is for all of us to 
recognize we have a problem — a 
problem that Is not being solved by 
adequate risk-management icch- 
nlaucs." Hatch said.

whalsorlsof limits arc on the loan. ' ’ 

For example, your loan may not 
have a lifetime capon the Interest 
- rale, or it may have a payment cap 
so that your payment doesn’t exceed 
a specified amount after each ad- 
justment. If the latter, your loan 
balance can actually grow— a pro- 
ccsscalled negative amortization. 

Another key question: How long do 
you plan to slay In your home? 

Rctinoncing basically means ap- 
plying fora new loan, and that en- 
tails new origination and closing 
costs. These costs can amount to 
thousandsof dollars that can take 
years to pay off In savings on your 
new loan. 

One niicof thumb: Unless the dif- 


ference between your old and hew 
contracts equals2 percent, and you 
-don’t plan loseli for at least five 
years lo recover the new costs, 
refinancing won’t pay off. 

Some lenders give you the option 
lo convert from an ARM to a fixed 
rate. Ifyou have that provision in * 
your contract, you won’t have lo pay 
new origination fees. 

In still another twist, suggested 
by Saul Shlefman, Lomas & Net- 
tieton’srcscarchdlrcclor, consider 
refinancing lo a l5-ycar term, 
especially If you’ve already built up 
some equity. Your monthly pay- 
ments won I be much different from 
ivhal they arc now. 

Payments on a 30-ycar $100,000 
mortgage at 13.5 percent cost $l. 145 
for instance. ' -

To rerinanc(>Lhat same $100,000 at 
10.5 percent will result in payments 
of $915 a month - d savings of more 
than $200. 

But look at payments for the same 
amount, samcrate, but 15-year 
term. Payments would be $1,090, $55 
less than the old payment. You’)] 
pay off the loan much sooner, 
though, and have that money for 
other activities. 

Incidentally, some lenders offer 
15-ycar loans at slightly lower rates 
than 30-year mortgages. 

In this area at this time, that 
traditional commonsense advice 
makes more sense than ever. Shop 
around.

cau^l near Ihe mouth of the 
Cocurd’AIcne River last summer. 

The study suggested that per- 
sons subsisting on '-the lish could 
exceed acceptable daily intakes 
of lead and cadmium: 

Officials believe the heavy 
metals pro being washed into the
